arder, Upon the part unoceupled Glrard  had
erected, or caused to be erécted, a ek bulding,
the satue now used as the oMoe of the trustecs

of the Girard estute, The other porfion was cone.
cealed by o brick wuall, some 8§ f{eot in
helght, which has served to  render it
almost  ohscure, This purilon, which is

about 10 feet by 50 deep, hig been since then kept
in the best of order, o sammer tme the flowers
grow over the graves of the dead, nud thelr fra-
grance I8 often wafted on the aldr, to the surprise of
muny whoy o passing on summer nights, wonder
whence come the delightful odors.  Of the thou-
mands that dally pasy the spot, few ever drogm of ite
belpg & minkature cemetery, and few even of those
who visit the market adjolmng know how near they
are 1o the dend. Muny unknowing ones have oftén
wondered that the Enstern Marke! Company «ld not
purclinse this plol, and thus complete their bullding
tothe end of the block; but the fuet thal no such
purchase could ever be negotlated will now serve to
settle all such surmises, ‘The trastecs of the Girard
estate have been applivd o time and tme again to
make sale of this now valuable property; Lut the
